New Legislator Plans To 
Restore Liquor Status 
Prior to 1907. 


Councilman Howard C. McCutcheon, 
of the second ward. will initiate a 
move to procure local option for Ful- 
ton county, in so far as sales of intoxi- 
cants are concerned, he announced at 
Monday afternoon's session of council 
following a statement by Bond Al- 
mand, newly-elected Fulton legislator, 
that he would favor such a program. 

McCutcheon told council he is con- 
sidering the legal aspects of the reso- 
lution. he proposes to present as a 
result of the 3-to-1 vote on the state 
dry law repeal referendum in the 
September 26 primary here. 

py te cast an overwhelming 
vote in favor of repeal and McCutch- 
eon intends to attempt to carry out 
what he considers a mandate from 
the voters. 

Almand, in his first public utter- 
ance, said he favors a reversion to 
local option laws in effect in Georgia 
in 1907. and that it could, he _ be- 
lieves, be accomplished without a 
state-wide referendum. 

Text of Almand’s statement follows: 

“I have been asked so many times 
recently what is my position on repeal 
of the state prohibition law that I 
want to state my views on the issue 
that is bound to come before the next 
legislature. In the anomalous and 
paradoxical situation of cities licensing 
the sale of beer, prohibited -by state 
law, and the non-enforcement of the 
prohibition law in sections where the 
sentiment is against the law, the time 
has come when the legislature must 
remold the present prohibition law 
in order that regulation and control 
will take the place of tacit law viola- 
tion. 

“In the repeal or modification we 
have got to take into consideration 
those sections of our estate that de- 
sire complete prohibition, as well as 


(the sections tht want complete repeal. 


In the plan I propose this can be done 
without a state referendum and. by 
an act of the legislature. 

“In 1890 the legislature passed what 
was known as the local option law 
whereby any county in Georgia was 


permitted by popular referendum to | 


prohibit the sale of intoxicants in such 
county. At the time of the passage 
of the state-wide prohibition law in 
1907 about 75 per cent of the counties 
in Georgia were dry under this local 
referendum. 

“Under the plan I have in mind the 
state-wide prohibition law would be 
repealed and the local option law re- 
enacted or reinstafed. In this bill 
all counties which Were dry under lo- 
cal option would restored to the 
status ther occupied in 1907 and 
would remain dry/until they by their 
vote elected to repeal their local op- 
tion law, All counties that sold in- 
toxicants, and this would include Ful- 
ton, under license in 1907, would be 
restored to their status as licensed 
counties. This would create two class- 
es of counties—as we had under local 
option—licensed and unlicensed. This 
could be done without a state-wide 


referendum and leave each county to 
| determine for itself whether it wanted 


to be dry or wet. Under this plan 
after the repeal of the state-wide act 
10 per cent of the voters of Fulton 
county could by petition call for an 
election to determine whether we 


| would prohibit the sale of intoxicants 


under local option or stay as a licensed 
— 


“In the same bill the legislature 
should pass strict regulatory measures 
for the sale of intoxicants in licensed 
counties, forbidding the drinking of in- 
toxicants in publie places and keep 
complete control of the sale of intoxi- 
cants as they are doing, in Virginia.

Many New Deal Cases 
Before Highest Court 


WASHINGTON, Oct. ~1.—(#)— 
Solemnly and quietly, the supreme 
court today began a term at which it 
will shape America’s future by pass- 
rg on the constitutionality of major 
phases of the New Deal. 

Even at its first session—by custom 
largely a formality—the high court 
dismissed by government request, one 
of the cases which involved controver- 
sial legislation sponsored by the Roose- 
velt administration. It involved oil 
control. Others touching this subject 
and the president’s monetary activi- 
ties remain, while still others involv- 
ing NRA and AAA probably will be 
added to the docket. 

The suit dismissed today was one 
from Gregg county, Texas, in which 
the government sought to punish G. 
W. Smith and other producers who 
were charged with producing oil in 
excess of the quotas allotted them by

the state of Texas. 

The oil case disposed of, the court 
dismissed a school fund suit from Ar- 
kansas and recessed until next Mon- 
day.

Dance for Visitors. 


Attired in gala array and war paint 
and led by their important medicine 
men and tribal counsellors, members 
of the seven tribes from the south 
and far west staged a parade and 
tribal dances in honor of the officials 
and visitors. 

Following Commissioner Collier's 
address and Mayor Key’s presenta- 
tion of the key = the city, Miss Eliz- 
abeth Belgian presented a gift to Mr. 
Collier in behalf of the Atlanta Camp 
Fire Girls. In his acceptance, the 
Indian commissioner lauded the 
Camp Fire Girls, stating he had 
known of their movement since 1910. 

During his address Mr. Collier, 
who is a former Atlantan, pointed out 
that the Indian village is not popu- 
lated by “show Indians,” but the 
artists and true-type Indians from the 
various government reservations. They 
are not here to put on a show, but 
to display their achievements and 
their typical home life and endeav- 
ors, he said. 

Broken Promises. 

He deplored the period of land hun- 
ger that came with the finding of gold 
at Dahlonega, when whites prevailed 
upon the government to force the 
Indians from this section across the 
Mississippi. He recalled history

He praised President Roosevelt’s 
campaign of deliverance and attempt 
to right the wrongs done the Indians 
in Oklahoma, and pointed out that 
the selfish interests in that state were 
powerful enough to prevent the presi- 
dent’s legislation from being enacted. 

300,000 In U. 8S. 

He called upon the residents of this 
section, formerly the native home of 
many of these Indians, to bring pres- 
sure to bear upon congress to secure 
the enactment of Indian legislation. 
There are 300,000 Indians now in the 
United States and with the proper 
treatment they will thrive and with 
them will thrive the beauty, joy and 
romance of their historical lives, he 
stated. 

Tribal dances, the fast, rough Cher- 
okee ball game, other native sports 
and ceremonies were staged by over 
100 Indians in colorful regalia in 
honor of Mr. Collier. 

Within the log-barricaded frontier 
type fortress are typical Seminole, 
Cherokee, Navajo, Taos and other In- 
dian huts, wigwams, tepees and cliff 
dwellings, extensive displays of bas- 
ketry, weaving, rugs, paintings, pot- 
tery and other Indian handicraft and 
several of the most important Indian 
figures of the present day. 

Exhibits Filled. 

Exhibits in the various buildings—~ 
live stock, agriculture, liberal arts 
and automotive—were filled through- 
out the day with the students observ- 
ing in detail practically every phase 
of the fair on display.

‘Is Plea of Collier at Luncheon ’ 


An appeal for fair play for. the 
American Indian was made Monday by 
John Collier, federal Indian commis- 
sioner, in a talk at a luncheon ten- 


Southeastern Fair officials at the At- 
lanta Athletic Club. 

Mr. Collier, a native Atlantan and 
brother of Charles A. Collier of the 
Georgia Power Company and Mrs. Ju- 
lian LaRose Harris, came to Atlanta 
to see the Indian exhibit at the fair, 
which he declared was authentic in 
every detail and a display of great 
educational value. Colonel F. J. Pax 
on presided at the luncheon and Dr. 

L. Brittain, president of Georgia 
Tech, introduced Mr. Collier. 

Declaring that the treatment of na- 
tive Indian tribes by Georgia and 
other southeastern states had been dis- 
graceful, he added that the policy of 
the federal government down to Roose- 
velt’s administration had been “an 
unbroken record of betrayal by the 
government, and of massacre and ra- 
pine” as far as the American Indian 
was concerned. 

“President Roosevelt was the first 
president to espouse the cause of the 
Indian and in this he was ably sec- 
onded by Secretaries Ickes and Wal- 
lace,” Mr. Collier added. 

He told how the Indians in their 
reservations, which had become cramp- 
ed, had carried out the ideals of the 
New Deal, even going beyond its pro- 
visions, and had done this voluntarily. 


“Contrary to popular belief,” he 
said. “the Indians on the western 
hemisphere are increasing in number. 
In Columbus’ time there were ys sg 
000 ‘of them. Now there are 20,

“One hundred years ago Giardia 
and other southeastern states expelled 
their native tribes, including the Cher- 
okees, Choctaws, Seminoles and Chick- 
asaws. Most of these were dtiven to 
the Indian: Territory, although the 
Cherokees, a literate race, had n 
guaranteed rights by treaty, in north 
Georgia. 

“Sixteen thousand Chergkees were 
started toward the Indian Territory. 
Four thousand died en route, and the 
Indians were forced to-pay the ex- 
penses of their exodus out of their 
own funds.” 

The Indians in Oklahoma have suf- 
fered worst of all, Mr. Collier added. 
They have been robbed of 13,500,000 
of the 15,000,000 acres allotted them. 
White men are appointed guardians 
of wealthy Indians, and what they 
suffer at the hands of their guardians, 
Mr. Collier said, is plenty. 

He said that President Roosevelt 
— through legislation to protect the 

dians, but that Oklahoma represent- 
atives succeeded in killing its provi- 
sions as applied to that state. 

‘The next congress will be asked 
to give this protection to Oklahoma 
Indians,” Mr. Collier said, “and I 
ask for your support and influence 
to this end.”

In discussing the strikes that 
have during the past 12 months 
retarded the efforts of the admin- 
istration toward economic recovery, 
the president disabuses the public 
mind of the general impression that 
labor unrest has reached its great- 
est intensity under the NRA. He 
points out that, on the contrary, 
“The extent and severity of labor 
disputes during this period has 
been far less than in any previous 
comparable period.” 

All of the various depressions 
from which the United States has 
suffered have been followed by 
widespread labor troubles, accom- 
panied by strikes affecting the ma- 
jor industries. Such a condition, 
although not as aggravated, has 
been experienced during the first 
stage of the emergence from the 
depression that started in 1929, 
and it is to put an end to this 
customary labor unrest during an 
economic readjustment period that 
President Rooseveit will seek an 
agreement under which both capi- 
tal and labor will be pledged to 
united effort to prevent strikes. 

The losses sustained bv both in- 
dustry and labor incident to the 
recent textile stgike emphasize the 
need for the truce proposed by the 
president for the dual purpose of

Vimy Rridge is being turned into a 
museum. Fresh sandbags in neat or- 
derly ples have been stacked up in 
those trenches below the ridge which 
served as a jumping-off place.to the 
Canadians for that murderous attack 
in the driving sleetstorm on Easter 
Monday, 1917. ‘The dugouts have 
been cleaned, disinfected and squared 
off. I sat in one of them this after- 
noon smoking my pipe and fell sound 
asleep. When I got up I didn’t even 
need to wipe my clothes. That sticky, 
gluey, chalk-mud with which the neigh- 
borhood was covered in days gone by 
has been completely removed. All we 
need now, I thouzht as I sat contem- 
plating the scenery, is a set of leather 
cushions, a cocktail bar and a battery 
of electric fans fo receive the delega- 
tions which are going to visit here in 
years to come. 

“Everything has been left just ex- 
actly as it wasin 1917 when the 
Canadians pushed ahead,” you are in- 
formed.

And nice new duck-walk 
boards now run through the trenches 
so that visitors don’t go stumbling 
over skulls and other things of that 
sort which have an eerie way of work- 
ing themselves up to the surface aft- 
er a winter's frost.

The significance is plain. As election drew nearer, the checks went 
faster. .

THE STORY OF LAND TRAVEL. 
II—Roman Roads. 
The most famous and one of the 
oldeat of Roman roads was the Appian 
Way. It led from Rome to Capua, a 
distance of 132 miles, and was laid 
down in 312 B. C., under direction of 
Appius Clandiyps, the Roman censor 
in whose honor it was named. Later 
it was extended ‘o Rrundisium, a sea- 
port in the heel of the Italian “boot.” 
The modern name of that ctiy is Brin- 


cement. The upper parts of the 
blocks were placed tightly together, to 
prevent water from seeping down. 


The middle of the road was 
made higher than the reat, so that 
rain and melting snow would run to 
the curbstones which lined either side. 
The water was drained away through 
culverts. In many cases, a gravel- 
covered footpath ran along each side 
of a road, close to the eurbetones. 


Slaves and soldiers labored at the 
building of roads, which ran across 
hilla and valleys. Tunnels were cnt 
through some of the hills. 

“All roads lead to Rome” is an old 
proverb. It was not quite true, but it 
was close to the truth; for Rome was 
the center of a great highway net- 
work. Seven great roads led through 
gateways in the walls of Rome, and 
there were minor highways as -well. 

It is estimated that the Romans 
laid down close io 50,000 miles of 
highway. an amazing thing for an- 
cient times, Roman roads were not 
equal to conerete roads of the present 
day, but they formed a better highway 
system than was common 150 years 
ago. There are remains of Roman 
roads in Great Britain, France. Italy 
and other parts of Europe. A few of 
them are still in nee. They have heen 
repaired from time to time, but there 
has been little change from the Ro- 
man pattern.
